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EXTENDING A HELPING HAND 
Most Americans wou ld su rely agree that 
the arrival of Hu ngarian refu gees in 
ou r 
midst is a wonderfu l and tou ching event. 
There is inescapable drama in any flight 
to freedom, especially when it follow’s so 
closely* u pon the horrors the refu gees have 
su ffered u nder a repressive tyranny. 
We can be prou d that we are extending 
so hospitable a welcome to these embattled 
folks who are giving u p their homeland 
forever. 
It is heartening, too. that Representative 
Francis Walter of Pennsylvania, not known 
as a champion of liberal immigration poli­ 
cies, favors opening the way for 12,000 
more Hu ngarians above and beyond the 
5,000 already invited to America. 
Walter has seen what these people have 
endu red. As he watched them stream 
across the Hu ngarian-Au strian border, 
a 
shot rang ou t and a refu gee hu rrying to­ 
ward freedom fell 100 yards from his goal. 
Wisely we have trimmed red tape over­ 
seas to speed the refu gees’ passage here. 
Let’s hope no u ntoward delays at their 
entry port—Camp Kilmer, N. J.—slow* their 
transfer to waiting U. S. homes and jobs. 
Au thorities say that Americans, acting 
throu gh chu rch and welfare organizations, 
have opened their arms to more Hu ngar­ 
ians than are presently expected. They 
have been wonderfu lly generou s in prom­ 
ising what these people need and ou r gov­ 
ernment insists they mu st be assu red if 
they are to stay: a roof over their heads 
and a livelihood. 
In all the cou ntless details of preparation 
for their arrival, some things stand ou t as 
affecting evidence of ou r willingness to help. 
For instance, a GI band practicing Hu n­ 
garian gypsy mu sic; boxloads of diapers 
for the baby refu gees, giving Army officers 
new ideas abou t logistics; a library stocked 
with Hu ngarian b6oks and newspapers.

And their newspapers here will tell them of 
spreading epidemics to add to the catalogu e 
of misery left behind. 
They will never forget the past. Bu t we 
can be glad we are helping to give them a 
fu tu re. 


NERO HAD MORE HONOR 
The bu tchery of Hu ngarians for the crimes 
of honor and a love of liberty constrains u s to 
remind ou r readers of Nikita Khru shchev’s 
speech before the 20th Congress of the 
Ru ssian Commu nist party. In that famou s 
speech Khru shchev said that Stalin was in­ 
sane, a liar and the mu rderer of innocent 
men. He said that Stalin had falsified his­ 
tory and that for years Ru ssia lived on 
lies and in terror. 
He said thjat he and others like him in 
the su mmits of the Ru ssian leadership 
dared not oppose Stalin becau se they wou ld 
have been killed. He proved to the world 
that he and every other Ru ssian leader had 
been a coward and a flu nky. They had 
chosen life and high position, not honor. 
The brave people of Hu ngary have chosen 
liberty, honor and death. They are being 
mu rdered, bu tchered on the orders of the 
men who qu ailed like slaves before Stalin 
when alive and who then, when the tyrant 
was dead, exposed his crimes to the people 
of the world, inclu ding those of Hu ngary.

THE WEAK AND BACKWARD 
This is the era of the weak and oackward na­ 
tions as the great empires fall apart. M any of the 
weak and backw ard nations have always been 
weak and backward, have been conqu ered by one 
em pire bu ilder after another; others have once 
been great powers them selves bu t have become 
fossilized, u su ally throu gh some historical misstep, 
some assu m ption of su periority which cou ld not 
be su stained by manpower, by natu ral resou rces 
or by intelligent leadership. 
j 
W henever empires fall apart, the weak and 
backw ard nations assert them selves and for them 
there is often the sym pathy that is cu stom aiy 
for the u nderdog among those who are not u nder­ 
dogs. ju st as m any individu als who possess great 
w ealth seek ou tlets for their gu ilty conscience» 
and sometimes do u nbelievable mischief by their 
activities. 
We are moving throu gh su ch a period now and 
w hat w’ill come ou t of it only ou r grandchildren 
will know. W hat we witness, however, is the 
bu ilding of the Soviet Em pire which is already 
having trou ble on its periphery and the bu ilding 
of the Red China Em pire which, at the moment, 
continu es to he stronger, having only recently 
added to its territory a chu nk of Bu rma, after 
having made Nepal an ally. Beyond th at every­ 
thing is specu lative. 
India, for instance* 
has 
aspired to bu ild an Asian-African Federation of 
I States and the Bandu ng Conference was called 
to effectu ate that, bu t, in the broadest sense, 
Bandu ng failed except in one respect: it did 
stim u late and accelerate an anti-“w hite” move­ 
m ent in Asia and Africa and it made colonialism 
a very bad word it practiced by any cou ntry ex­ 
cept Soviet Ru ssia and Red China. 
Nehru then adopted the role of middleman be­ 
tween East and W est, a dangerou s role at any 
time. His agent has been Krishna Menon, a typi­ 
cal babu , that is an English-speaking, English- 
clothed Hindu who apes Eu ropeans bu t hates 
them. His personality may be appreciated in 
Moscow- bu t nowhere else with the resu lt th at 
rath er than effectu ating better u nderstanding be- 
tw^een E ast and West, he has become an inter­ 
national distu rber of the peace, w hat colloqu ially 
wou ld be called a pain in the neck. It does not a t 
present seem as thou gh Nehru will su cceed in 
form ing the Asian-Afriean Federation. 
Tito also had ambitions which appear to have 
petered ou t, althou gh it is impossible to be su re. 
His ambition was to divorce a nu m ber of Soviet 
satellites from the Kremlin and to u nite them 
into a socialist grou p of cou ntries which wou ld 
accept the paradoxical doctrine of nationalistic 
Cbmmu nism. Tito gained enormou s prestige from 
the fact th at after being su pported by the West, 
receiving, for instance, abou t one billion dollars 
of aid from the United States, he nevertheless 
was received in Soviet Ru ssia as a conqu ering 
hero. However, the growth of Titoism in Hu ngary, 
Poland and other Soviet satellites pu t Moscow on 
its gu ard to fight Titoism as a dangerou s schis­ 
m atic tendency. The blood bath in H u ngary is 
an example of the seriou sness with which the 
Kremlin regards Titoism.

The weak and backward cou ntries natu rally 
hope that they will become strong and progres- 
f sive cou ntries. Some may. Some of the present 
t great powers will become small powers, as the 
| great Spanish Empire of Ferdinand and Isabella 
; has now’ receded to the sm aller nation u nder 
i Franco, or as the enormou s Greek Em pire of 
J Alexander the Great has receded to the small 
cou ntry w£ know as Greece. 
Many cau ses enter into the rise and fall of 
j empires and even a centu ry can pass du ring which 
the shifting and changes of alliances keep the 
world in tu rmoil. Now we are what might be com- 
i pared to a high fever in a sick bu t not dying pa- 
j tient and it will take great knowldge and wisdom 


j and statesm anship to get over this particu lar 
m oment in a prolonged period of confu sion. 
However, it is over-optimistic, even childishly 
so, to believe th at any cou ntry is approaching 
| w hat some like to call a solu tion to ou r nu m er- 
j ou s problems. There are no solu tions, for one 
| problem leads to another and it will take more 
than one conference and one generation to see 
an end to Soviet imperialism. And if Soviet im­ 
perialism shou ld cru mble, it will be becau se a lot 
j of weak and baekw ard nations have pu lled ou t of 
, Ru ssian au thority. Su ch nations cannot stand 
j alone. They mu st be su pported as the United 
States is su pporting its wards, W est Germany 
j and Japan.

ACCIDENTAL POISONINGS 
Yesterday we were reporting on a stu dy of 
j 454 poisonings of children in New- York city and 
the large nu m bers of produ cts available in ou r 
| homes which, if misu sed, may resu lt in fatal acci- 
i dents. 
Many seriou s poisonings were cau sed by 
j adu lts removing a su bstance from its original con­ 
tainer and transferring it to some hou sehold 
u tensil. 
F or example, iodine has been fou nd stored in 
| an antacid bottle, hou sehold bleach, one of the 
most common offenders, in a mayonnaise jar, 
j drinking glass, soda bottle or baby’s bottle; gaso­ 
line and w'hite gas were stored in coffee cans and 
soft drink bottles. 
In fou rteen instances, kero­ 
sene was not in the original container bu t in a 
glass jar, coffee pot, and glass pitcher to catch 
drippings from the stove. 
Lye was left on a 
spoon after u se, in a m easu ring cu p, in a tin box. 
Insecticides were fou nd spread on paper, on pota­ 
toes and in pop bottles. 
Mou se seeds, which were 
involved in fifteen occu rrences and w’hifh contain 
0.5 per cent strychnine, were fou nd in kitchen 
sau cers, dishes and other places. 
In only three 
instances w ere they fou nd in the original con­ 
tainers. Rat poison was fou nd in paper cu ps. 
In addition, all these poisons were easily ac­ 
cessible to children since they were stored, in the 
main, on the floor, in the sink, on the table, in 
open ledge cabinets and in washtu bs. 
One inci­ 
dent occu rred when a home-made soap contain­ 
ing lye and fat was pu t in a basin in the sink to 
cool off and a two-year-old boy drank some of it. 
Sanitary inspectors and pu blic health nu rses 
who helped in this stu dy fou nd a high degree of 
ignorance on the parents and other adu lts in the 
family concerning the hazards of dru gs and hou se­ 
hold preparations. 
Parents were also w’oefu lly 
ignorant abou t the danger of children eating wail 
plaster, paint flakes, and paint from w indow sills. 
The point is that “accidental poisonings” are 
not accidental. 
It wou ld have been an accident 
indeed if a poisoning had not taken place in most 
of the incidents stu died. All things necessary for 
an accident to take place were present; th at is, 
a poisonou s su bstance, an inexperienced person, 
and an u nsafe su rrou nding.' Dr. Jacobziner, of 
the New- York City H ealth D epartm ent, who u n­ 
dertook this stu dy comments, “While I do not 
wish to minimize the im portance of proper label­ 
ing of contents, it is dou btfu l w’hether this m eas­ 
u re alone will help m aterially to redu ce the large 
nu m ber of needless poisonings, as m any persons 
do not read the label, m any cannot read it, and 
many do not find the label content m eaningfu l.” 
While the whole problem is very complex, the 
family physician can help a great deal in poison- 
prevention becau se while in the home he can 
carefu lly observe any existing health hazards and 
influ ence** parents on the need to acqu ire safe 
habits and attitu des to safegu ard the lives and 
well-being of their children.
